There are many interesting suggestions in this scrics of extracts 
from sugyestions made by readers who entered the recent Popular 
Radio Items’ contest sponsored by the Hongkong “Telegraph.” 


This is what they say: 


“SIL —Cut Stock and Share 
Announcements. Listehers ‘who ore’ 
netually in the business consider 
these stale, whilst to the ordinary 
family they are boresome. . Weather 
reports are highly ‘useful to sca- 
farers, apd local residents, and in 
the case “of typhoons the reports 
should be glven out more often.”

The yenr under ‘review has not 
been one of the best in the Club's 
history for the Indies as, owing to 
further restriction on our playing 
time by increasing use of the shoot- 
ing ranges, thelr keenness has 
naturnlly diminished and the refice- 
tion is shown by no leas than 28 
resignations from Indy members, 
during the current year, 

I think itis only right that T should 
inform you that an applicntion was 
received from our Trensurera at the 
beginning of this‘ycar for additional 
remuneration owlng to fnercase: of 
work that has arisen since commenc- 
ing to net on our behalf, To this 
year Committee replied admitting the 
incrense of duties but requesting 
that the matter be deferred until the 
end’ of the financial yenr, so that the 
effect of the advent of the newly 
formed . Hongkong Rifle “Associntion, 
on ovr years working, could be 
noted. “The wishes of the step is 
ohvious from the diminished revenue 
recorded in the accounts before you. 

Despite: having only Jost one com- 
plete week-end of golf and’ n fall 
week prior to this particular week- 
end, in addition to that Sunday 
usually nllatted ta the Hongkong 
Volunteers, we have been able, with 
o little shuflling, to complete our 
fixtures in thelr entirety, but the 
continued loss of each nnd every 
Wednesday afternoon, commencing I 
think, in September Jast and endinst 
in’ July Inst, has been practically, if 
not. entirely, responsible for the 
revenue diminution and the con- 
sequent low balance of $2.04 on the 
Income and Expenditure Account.

RIFLE RANGE HISTORY 

Our .tenure of the ground over 
which we play golf is a matter which 
has become the paramount topic of 
conversation. and = debate . among 
members and I feel it is now of so 


cvital-— importance” to~ nienbers;- and 


residents in Kowloon in general, that 
it will bear some amplification, ond 
in order to clear up points which 
have been ralsed on the position, I 
will give, as briefly os I can, a history 
of this aren of land now known as 
the Kowloon Rifle Range, but which 
majority of us prefer ..to 
designate as the Kowloon Golf Club. 

In the year 1913 on agreement was 
entered into between the Colonial 
Government — and the Military 
Authorities to put in proper order 
the tenure by the Military Authorities 
of the’ Kowloon rifle ranges—these 
ranges had been used by the Military 
entirely since the year 1905. The 
site agreed upon for the Ranges {x 
the aren at present so occupied and, 
as stuted, a formal agreement was 
entered into that year between the 
Hongkong Government and the 
Military Authorities. 1 think I any 
right in saying that the agreement 
was binding on the Hongkong 
Government over a certain number 
of yeurs to refrain from any inter. 
ferenee with the military ‘in their 
enjoyment of the ‘rifle ranges. ‘On’ 
the termination of that period of 
years in 1920 the holding was, as 
now, on a yearly basis. I think Tam 
also correct in stunting that if the 
military aro required to remove from 
the ranges at the Government's re- 
quest, the Military Authorities have 
to be compensated * for the’ outlay 
they made on. the Ranges and be 


provided with another suitable area’ 


for usd as n Range, wok, 
The cugeeement also contained pr 
cinuse stating that the range was to 
be used by reguinr troops, but that 
Volunteers would also be permitted 
to uso the range. So far on I can 
ascertain, the aren was Inid out an a 
rifo range and used fully as such 
until shortly after the war period. 
Certain jt is, however, thant when 
this Club was permitted to play golf 
over the ranges* in (1924, these 
ranger were Ina derelict and desolate 
condition, Malaria ‘was ‘rampant, 
and tho military authoritles were 
disposed to, and ji fact adhd, *make 
nppliention for an areca In‘the Shing 
Mun. District, nnd I can only assum 
that ne transfer) wan mnde due to 
aubsequent improvements made on the 


rTand by this Club. 


. GOVERNMENT: SYMPATHY 


However, to free the matter of this 
permission from all argument, it was 
understood from the beginning that 
golfing facllitles were to be sub: 
servient’ te the rifle. shooting of 
regular soldiers and .Volunteers. 

In aplite of a financial up-hill fight. 
in which the Hongkong Government 
kindly assisted with the donation of 
$5,000.. (Sir Edward Stubbs was 
Governor at this time), the Club 
progressed and filled a fong-felt want 
to those who’ found it difficult: and 
imporsible to avall themselves of 
golfing facillties situnted at an incon- 
venient distance from Kowloon to 
permit of afternvon or evening golf. 

As the Club progressed so did it 
improve .the ground over which its 
inembers were permitted to play. 1 
think in all, including the expenditure 
on tho Club House, that ‘a sum of over 
$40,000 hns been expended by this 
Club fn the Smprovement of the area, 
and this has been of benefit not only 
to the Military Authorities, but to the 
Colonial Government. 3 

In 1925, owlng to representations 
made by the Club, the then G.O.C, 
Major’ Gencral Lunrd, restrained the 
Ifongkong Rifle League, a civiliny 
agsociation, from using the range. , 

The loss of revenue, to which T re- 
ferred in po previous part of my 
speech, I repeat, Is in no .small 
mensure due to the curtailment of 
golfing facilitles on Wednesday after- 
noons owing to the ranges being used 
for regular or other shootings. The 
use of the ranges by regular troops 
could not be taken exception to, but 
when the rangas were allotted to the 
Hongkong Rifle Axsociation, nlxo a 
civilian body, of which 1 understand 
a very, low siercentage of members is 
civilian, the matter was tauken up by 
your Committee with beth — the 
Hongkong Government and — the 
Military Authorities, 

From both these Authorities, your 
representatives had sympathetic hear- 
ings, but, Gentlemen, I submit that 
sympathy of ilself is insufficient, and 
we must have something more tangible 
than an ‘expression of compassion. 
Things have progressed no further 


than they were at the time when the |’ 


Rifle Association conimenced to upset 
the Wednesday afternoon golf. 


GENTLEMAN'S AGREEMENT 


In the jiast we must admit to 
having’ received = yencrous support 
from the various Officers Command- 
ing the Troops who have sympathis- 
ed with us in our restricted facilitics, 

In the = present | circumstances, 
matters are unsatisfactory and with 
the definite addition of two bnttalions 
of troops, ns notified latterly in the 
Press, which implies that increased 
range accommodation will be requir- 
ed, the future appears anything but 


‘roseate>—“ In” this ‘connection “I~ would’ 


respectfully suggest that Government 
be approached with a view to the 
extension of the ranges to the north- 
cast in such o manner that, when in 


use, these would not interfere with |, 


golfing and Incidentally. permit of 
firing at all-times by Military or 
Civil: Bodics. 


. I want you'definitely to understand 

that we are, and always have been, 
allowed the. use of the ranges. for 
purposes of golf by courtesy of “the 
Military Authorities and all we 
“possess”, if such a word ° can’ be 
used, is a "Gentleman's Agreement”, 
Our only hope is that the generous 
support I have just referred to will 
continuc, and in this respect our 
thanks nre particularly due to 
Colonel Harrison; G.S.0.1., for his 
sympathy towards us in the past. 

T therefore feel it my duty to bring 
to your notice the possibilities of 
further restrictions (owing to in- 
creased military requirements) na 
that you can consider the matter with 
a view to giving your representatives 
some indication of the line of action 
you wish them to adopt.
